REPORT OF FROST FREE LIBRARY 
1943 ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the officers and trustees of the Frost 
Free: Library was held Friday, August 13, 1943, at the hbrary, 
nine members being present, with Pres. Rufus Frost in the chair. 
Divine Blessing was invoked by Rev. Barron F. McIntyre of the 
Federated church. 


The Secretary’s minutes of the 1942 meeting were read and 
approved. The Treasurer’s report was given by Mr. Fred D.

The present crisis in world affairs has created an emergency 
in the education of American youth that requires immediate at- 
tention and action. Large numbers of pupils and teachers are now 
leaving school to go to work. The motives which impel youth to 
leave school for work are understandable. The alarming response 
to these motives of high wages and the desire to do something 
definite to help win the war has been made without giving ample 
thought to other considerations which are of far greater importance 
to the national welfare. All adults concerned in these matters— 
particularly employers, school officials, and parents—should see 
that youths clearly understand certain basic conclusions before 
making the decision to leave school. 
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The greatest service which the older boys and girls can ren- 
der to the war effort is to get ready for the national service which 
most of them will be called upon to give at the age of eighteen— 
in the armed forces, in war production, in civilian war agencies, 
or in specialized training. The high officials of the Army and 
Navy, of government and industry, have urged youth to use the 
years up to eighteen to build the foundations of a broad education, 
This duty of securing an education will pay high dividends in 


the highly competitive labor market of the world in post-war years. 


The national welfare and the welfare of youth require that educa- 
tion have first claim on the time and energies of youth. 


“Twenty-seven million citizens of the decade beginning 1950 
are being prepared in our public schools now for the world that 
is being shaped with so much “toil and blood and tears’. How futile 
our every war effort if these citizens are not fitted for their places! 


This great challenge to our educational system must be met 
in spite of the innumerable demands on lmited time, energy, and 
materials resulting from the war emergency. 

We wish to continue the improvement of the standards in our 
schools and we,must realize that it can be done only through sacri- 
fice and earnest cooperation between teachers, parents and pupils. 
Research authorities in the field of Juvenile delinquency recom- 
mend a review of the particular responsibilities of parents for 
children outside of school time. From this cooperation there will 
be a clearer understanding among all concerned. —

The sale of stamps and bonds in the schools totaled $2,094.05 
for the year ending June 30, 1943. During the calendar year 1943 
the sum of. $1,006.36 was withheld from teachers’ wages to pay the 
government tax. The sale of old iron in the salvage campaign 
yielded $87.00, a part of which has been spent for playgroun 
equipment.

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The Sophomore Class sponsored a reception and initiation for 
the Freshmen, and the Junior Class held a very successful Hallo- 
ween Dance. 


I believe that the school has done very. well in their participa- 
tion in the purchase of War Stamps and Bonds. Since September, 
total sales in Grades 1-12 have been $1,676.55. The school participa- 
ted in a special campaign conducted in the schools throughout 
the nation and received a citation from the Treasury Department 
for haying purchased enough stamps and bonds between Septem- 
ber and Pearl Harbor Day to pay for a jeep. At present, more 
than 90% of the student body buy stamps. This permits us to fly 
the Minute Man Flag. Much credit for this excellent record is 
due Miss Mager for efficient handling of the program. 


It should be borne in mind that many of our students have 
afternoon employment and have assigned part of their earnings 
to the purchase of bonds in addition to their participation in the 
school program. 


All grades contributed money to join the Junior Red Cross 
and participated in the March of Dimes Campaign. 


The movie projector has been used to show several educational 


films. 


A drive for the collection of paper for salvage is in progress, 
and we hope to collect several tons.

ATHLETICS | 

Some changes in OPA restrictions permitted us to plan for 

a. more extensive basketball program than was possible under the 

original regulations. The teams rejoined the Monadnock League 

from which they had been forced to withdraw temporarily. Four 

other teams in the League gave us a schedule of eight games, 

which has been supplemented with an equal number with other 
schools. 


The boys and girls began practice early and felt considerably 
rewarded -for their efforts when they emerged victorious in a 
doubleheader with the Conant teams on November 24. The teams 
have continued to play good ball, and to date have an enviable 
record. At present both teams are leading their respective divisions 
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of the League and, barring any unforeseen circumstances, should 
remain in that position. 

It has been a pleasure to work with these groups of young 
people in their athletic activities. The spirit has been excellent, 
and love of the game, coupled with a sense of fair play and 
eagerness to do their best, have given them winning teams. 

The girls’ squad has been coached by Miss Mager, and the 
boys’ by Mr. Gordon. The girls chose Lydia Pellerin as Captain, 
and Gloria Beauregard as manager. Frank Robinson was elected to 
lead the boys for the second year, and Harold Larro has served as 
manager. 

Due to a very full schedule; the Junior High boys have prac- 
ticed with the older group and have played some games of their 
own. More games are planned. Miss Osgood has coached the Junior 
High Girls. 


CONCLUSION 


T feel that a fine spirit exists between the citizens of the 
town and the school. We have had evidence of the citizens’. loyalty 
to us shown by their support of our activities.

The aim of school music is democratic. It is to foster musi- 
cal culture for every boy and girl. Through this appreciation we 
hope to lead the children to love good music and to appreciate the 
many qualities of beauty in this beautiful art. This apprecia- 
tion should bring them more joy in living and fill some of their 
leisure moments with happiness. 


Supervision of music in the grades has been carried on through 
weekly visits to the several grades. All of the grade teachers are 
doing excellent work in the teaching of music. They have keene 
interest in music and they are obtaining fine results. Monotones 
have been almost entirely eliminated. Music reading and tone work 
is excellent. 


In the high school music work there is splendid interest. It 
seems this vear the interest is keener than ever. The girls are 
taught in one class and the boys in another class.
